MARKS 


A  woman  sUs  on  a  bar  stool.  She  is  in  her  early  for  lies  but  altr  active.  She  wears  a  plain,  black  cocktail 
dress.  In  every  visible  part  of  her  body  we  see  blue  and  red  tattoos.  The  tattoos  include  twining  snakes, 
demons,  flowers  birds  in  flight,  etc.  The  left  side  of  her  face  is  without  tattoos  but  bears  a  single  scar  about 
three  inches  long  below  the  cheek.  She  holds  and  sips  a  glass  of  red  wine. 

ALAIN:  Until  I  was  thirty-five  there  was  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary,  nothing  remarkable  about  my  life. 
My  days  were  very  like  one  of  those  baroque  string  quartets.  Soothing.  Placid.  Repetitive.  School  years 
without  protest  or  excess.
